It  was  a  festive  and  joyous  occasion  for 
the  graduates  and  their  families  and 
friends.

former  Chancellor  of  the  U  of  T.  and 
Sister  Frances  Nims,  I.B.\'.M.,  Profes- 
sor Emerita  of  English,  St.  Michael's 
(all  three.  Doctors  of  Sacred  Letters).

The  total  of  youi 
X'arsiiv  Fund  gifts  has  surpassed  our 
goal  of  $1.')(), ()()().  a  higher  total  tli.in  in 
any  previous  year. 

2.  We  also  have  a  new  record  in  the 
total  number  of  donors,  over  2,30<)  in 
1986. 

3.  Perhaps  most  significant  of  all, 
there  were  over  500  new  donors.  This 
represents  a  2.5%  increase  over  last  year, 
a  wonderfully  encouraging  response 
to  our  Phonathon  campaign  and  to 
ifie  devoted  efforts  of  memliers  of  the 
.'Mumni  Board  over  the  past  year.  In 
particular,  this  increase  highlights  the 
mate  hing  grant  made  by  the  Sam  Sor- 
bara  Clharitable  Foundation  — 
S2.'J,000  to  match  new  gifts  —  which 
must  have  been  a  powerful  incentive 
to  many  who  had  not  contributed 
before. 

4.  The  final  total  of  gifts  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto,  including  those  to 
St  Michael's,  will  be  near  the  $160,000 
mark. 

It  would  be  hard  to  imagine  a  more 
encduraging  atmosphere  in  wfiich  to 
plan  our  forthcoming  joint  campaign, 
and  on  behalf  of  everyone  at  St  Mike's, 
I  want  to  express  our  heartfelt  thanks. 

\'ery  shortly,  I  shall  makeareptirt  to 
the  .Alumni  Board  about  the  expendi- 
ture during  the  past  year  of  V'arsitv 
Fimd  donations  for  1985.  Your  gifts  in 
1986  will  be  accounted  for  in  the  same 
way.  Everv^  penny  of  the  monies  you 
liave  designated  for  St.  Mictiael's  comes 
to  the  College  for  the  purposes  tar- 
geted annually  by  the  Alumni  Board 
and  the  College  Administration.

565,000  will  go  to  [jure  base  books  for 
the  Kelly  Library;  560, OfK)  towards 
iiiaiiitenante  of  Alumni  llail;  S'15,000 
to  building  up  the  .'Vk  Ojrkell- 
Sullivan  Fund;  525,000  toward  under- 
graduate scholarships,  510,000  toward 
student  events  like  the  .Athletic  Ban- 
c)uet,  and  580,000  toward  the  essential 
task  of  maintaining  the  .Mumni  office 
Itself.  In  indicating  cjur  gratitude  tcj  so 
many  for  their  hard  work  and  generos- 
ii\.  I  want  to  add  a  sfx-cial  wrjrd  c)f 
thanks  to  .Messrs  Sam  and  Edward  Sor- 
t)ara  (7T0)  fcjr  arranging  and  adminis- 
tering the  525,000  matching  grant 
hallenge  for  the  1986  Varsity  Fund.

Father  James  J.  Sheridan  1914-1987

Reverend  James  J.  Sheridan,  Ph.D., 
Professor  Emeritus  of  Classics  at  St. 
Michael's  College  in  the  University  of 
Toronto,  son  of  the  late  Patrick  Sheri- 
dan and  Margaret  Mulligan  of  Legga, 
County  Longford,  Ireland,  died  Janu- 
ary 7,  1987,  in  St.  Joseph's  Hospital, 
Longford,  Ireland,  after  an  illness  of 
several  months.  Born  in  Legga, 
December  6,  1914,  he  attended  St. 
Mel's  College,  Longford,  and  the 
National  University  of  Ireland  in 
Dublin  where  he  was  awarded  the 
degree  of  B.A.  in  1934.  After  two  years 
in  St.  Patrick's  College,  Maynooth,  he 
entered  St.  Augustine's  Seminary  in 
Toronto  in  1936.  He  was  ordained  a 
priest  for  the  Archdiocese  of  Toronto 
in  1939.  Father  Sheridan  taught  at  St. 
Augustine's  seminary  from  1939  until 
1956;  in  1941  he  received  his  M.  A.  from 
the  University  of  Toronto  and  in  1944 
his  Ph.D.  from  U  of  T.  He  began  to 
teach  part  time  in  St.  Michael's  in  1 947 
and  in  1956he  was  appointed  full  time 
to  the  Department  of  Classics,  becom- 
ing Head  of  the  Department  in  1959. 
He  was  Chairman  of  the  Combined

Departments  of  Classics  of  the  Univer- 
sity in  1962-63  and  in  1972-73.  In  1961 
he  was  elected  to  the  Senate  of  the  llni- 
versity  of  Toronto  and  was  re-elected 

in  1964.  His  scholarly  work  includes 
two  translations  and  commentaries 
published  by  the  Pontifical  Institute 
of  Mediaeval  Studies:  Alan  of  Lille, 
Anticlaudianus  or  The  Good  and  Per- 
fect Man  Alan  of  Lille,  The  Plaint  of 
Nature  and  translations  for  the  U  of  T 
Press'  edition  of  the  complete  works  of 
Erasmus.  In  1980  Father  Sheridan 
retired  from  the  Department  of  Clas- 
sics but  continued  to  teach  Irish  lan- 
guage courses  in  the  St.  Michael's 
Celtic  Studies  programme.  He  assisted 

m  a  pastoral  capacity  on  weekends  at 
St.  Mary's  parish  in  Port  Credit  1939- 
1960  and  also  served  in  the  Toronto 
Regional  Marriage  Tribunal  for  many 
years.  His  funeral  was  January  9,  in 
County  Longford,  Ireland. 

His  example  of  Christian  faith  and 
simplicity  of  life,  as  well  as  his  gener- 
ous erudition,  warm  friendliness  and 
Irish  wit  were  among  the  many  gifts  he 
brought  to  the  students,  alumni,  staff 
and  faculty  of  St.  Michael's.  He  will  be 
missed.

Philip  Rieff,  President's  Lecturer,  on  Campus 


Philip  Rieff,  University  Professor 
and  the  Benjamin  Franklin  Professor 
of  Sociology  at  the  University  of  Pen- 
nsylvania, is  adding  to  the  lustre  of  the 
President's  Lecture  series  inaugurated 
last  year  by  Cardinal  Joseph  Ratzin- 
ger.  Professor  Rieff,  like  Cardinal  Rat- 
zinger,  is  presenting  St.  Michael's  and 
the  broader  community  with  an 
enlightening  and  challenging  analy- 
sis of  the  intellectual  and  spiritual  for- 
ces shaping  the  culture  of  modernity. 
His  first  lecture,  "A  Theory  of  Order: 
Aesthetics  of  Authority  in  Social 
Order",  was  delivered  to  some  four 
hundred  gathered  in  the  Assembly 
Hall  hereon  16 October  1986.  It  was  an 
impressive,  indeed  an  astonishing, 
display  of  learning  and  insight  in  its 
treatment  of  the  informing  theories  of

philosophers,  social  scientists,  and 
artists. 

Professor  Rieff 's  second  lecture,  on  5

tinues his  treatment  of  the  theme 
"Sacred  Order  and  Social  Order."

the  late  classical  world.  The  Codex 
Purpiireus  Rossanensis  vyas  presented 
to  the  Institute  on  6  October  at  a  recep- 
tion organized  jointly  by  the  Italian 
Cultural  Institute  of  Toronto  and  the 
Pontifical  Institute.  This  precious  and 
beautifully  produced  treasure  is 
valued  at  over  $4,500  and  is  a  gift  of  the 
Italian  government. 

•  Some  of  the  houses  on  Elmsley 
Place  are  listed  as  of  historic  interest, 
and  the  directors  of  the  Ontario  Herit- 
age Foundation  have  awarded  a  grant 
of  up  to  $4,885  to  establish  a  compre- 
hensive architectural  archive  of  these 
buildings.  The  houses  are  McCorkell 
(#2),  Sullivan  (#96),  Bellisle  (#1),  Phe- 
lan  (#3),  and  Windle  (#5). 

•  The  alumni  luncheon-lecture-visit 
in  connection  with  the  Vatican 
Splendour  Exhibition  was  a  great  suc- 
cess; special  thanks  are  due  to  Mrs.

Admission  to 
St.  Michael's  College

We  would  like  once  again  to  invite 
all  our  alumni  to  let  us  know  if  they 
have  a  son  or  daughter  who  will  be 
applying  for  admission  to  St. 
Michael's  College.  It  would  be  helpful 
to  us  to  have  this  information  as  early 
as  fourteen  months  in  advance  of  the 
September  that  the  applicant  will  be 
beginning  university  studies.  This 
advance  notice  would  give  us  time  to 
advise  your  son  or  daughter  regarding 
admission  requirements  and  proce- 
dures and,  in  particular,  we  would  be 
able  to  ensure  the  admission  of  the 
applicant  to  St.  Michael's  College, 
provided,  of  course,  he  or  she  meets  the 
University  of  Toronto's  admission 
requirements.  Although  we  are  not 
able  to  admit  all  eligible  applicants, 
because  of  the  number  of  students  who 
apply  to  St.  Michael's,  we  do  admit,  as 
a  matter  of  policy,  all  eligible  appli- 
cants who  are  sons  or  daughters  of 
alumni.  We  try  in  every  way  possible 
to  continue  the  great  tradition  of  hav- 
ing successive  generations  of  families 


at  St.  Michael's. 

Please  let  us  know  your  son's  or 
daughter's  first  name  and  the  year  for 
which  he  or  slie  will  be  applying. 

With  regard  to  current  admission 
requirements,  applicants  from  Onta- 
rio can  easily  obtain  this  information 
from  the  guidance  office  of  their  high 
school.  Applicants  from  other  Cana- 
dian provinces  are  required,  like  those 
from  Ontario,  to  take  English  and 
either  Mathematics  or  a  foreign  lan- 
guage in  their  last  year  of  high  school, 
and  must  obtain  a  'B'  average  or 
higher.  Those  applying  from  the  Uni- 
ted States  must  obtain  a  600  average 
score  on  the  following  five  C.E.E.B. 
tests:  the  verbal  and  math  components 
of  the  SAT's  and  three  Achievement 
Tests.  If  the  SAT's  and/or  the  Achieve- 
ments Tests  are  repeated,  the  highest 
individual  scores  may  be  counted. 

We  heartily  encourage  all  students 
interested  in  St.  Michael's  to  write  to 
us  for  literature  on  the  College  and  the 
University  of  Toronto.  We  would  be 
very  pleased  to  arrange  an  interview 
with  personnel  of  our  Registrar's 
office  and  a  visit  of  the  College.

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Island  Sirmio  and  Soracte  in  the  Snow

"You  see  how  Soracte  stands  shim- 
mering m  deep  snow." 

In  January  another  class  of  under- 
graduates at  St.  Michael's  College 
reads  Horace's  ode  on  the  wintry 
mountain  north  of  Rome,  wondering 
what  the  image  of  white-bent  trees  and 
ice-bound  rivers  might  mean  —  for 
clearly  the  Latin  lines  speak  of  some- 
thing more  than  just  a  frosted 
landscape. 

This  Horatian  first  read  the  poem 
with  feisty  Father  O'Toole  in  1948, 
inherited  it  himself  in  1960,  and  by 
1986  was  teaching  it  to  the  children  of 
those  he  first  taught.  As  Horace  said  it 
would  be,  the  snows  fled,  the  years 
passed,  everything  changed.  Every- 
thing, it  seeiTis,  but  Horace's  odes 
which,  with  each  passing  season, 
seemed  newer,  wiser,  more  beautiful, 
more  elusive  —  but  somehow  always 
the  same,  like  the  shimmering 
mountain. 

In  Toronto,  undergraduates  have, 
as  a  rule,  read  Horace  in  the  winter 
and,  in  the  fall,  his  predecessor  the 
short-lived  Catullus.  Though  the 
passing  of  the  old  Honour  Course  sys- 
tem separated  the  two  poets  into  one- 
semester  courses,  teen-age  Latinists 
can  still  study  the  young  Roman  hope- 
lessly in  love  and  dying  as  the  leaves 
fall  and  the  old  Roman  wisely  cau- 
tioning moderation  as  the  bitter  win- 
ter breaks  into  spring.  Classes  have 
moved  now  from  Teefy  D  to  the 
seminar  rooms  of  Alumni  Hall,  and 
enrollment  has  fallen  from  upwards  of 
fifty  to,  in  the  best  years,  only  some- 
thing more  than  twenty  —  for  high 
schools  no  longer  send  as  many  stu- 
dents to  college  armed  with  Latin 
paradigms.  But  the  poems  are  still 
read.  They  still  sing,  in  their  delicate 
Greek  metres,  about  life  and  death. 

This  teacher,  who  when  he  began 
was  as  young  as  the  dying  Catullus,  is 
now  the  age  Horace  was  when  he 
wrote  his  last  ode  to  spring.  And  the 
poems  now  call  up  rows  of  faces.  (Mr. 
Chips,  you'll  remember,  was  a  Latin 
teacher.)  In  the  sixties,  those  young 
faces  thought  it  was  orthodox  to  be 
rebellious.  "Horace  only  played  at 
life,"  they  said.  "Catullus  lived  it."  In

the  soberer  seventies,  it  was  almost  the 
reverse:  "Catullus  couldn't  put  his 
genius  in  the  service  of  anyone  but 
himself.  Horace  wrote  to  make  the 
world  a  better  place."  The  reactions 
tell  why  the  Classics  have  remained 
classics. 

Over  the  decades,  in  what  Gilbert 
Highet  described  as  "the  perpetual 
duel  between  the  young  and  bold 
against  the  mature  and  experienced," 
the  young  poet  in  the  fall  challenged 
the  old  poet  in  the  winter,  and  the 
maturing  if  perhaps  never  mature 
teacher  learned  from  his  increasingly 
bolder,  month-on-month  older  stu- 
dents. He  can  still  remember  how 
Philip  responded  to  Catullus'  embar- 
rassment at  being  caught  in  a  lie,  how 
Marion,  from  her  father's  annotated 
text,  suggested  that  Horace's  recurrent 


images  were  subtly  and  systematically 
patterned. 

So  here's  a  cup  of  Falernian  lifted 
and  spilled  out  in  libation  to  those 
rows  of  faces  that  speak,  across  the 
years,  of  island  Sirmio  and  Lesbia's 
sparrow  and  the  wedding  of  Peleus 
and  Thetis.  Oivivamus  atque  amemus 
and  ave  atque  vale.  Of  days  of  wine 
and  roses  and  the  fountain  of  Bandu- 
sia.  Of  rectius  vives  and,  perhaps  most 
poignantly  now,  the  years  gliding  by.

Burns,  an  Alunnuis  of  St.  Mithad's

to  niruit  siiidtnts  for  the  "Western 
Course"  at  St.  Miehael's.  Jack  Powers, 
persuaded  by  Frs.  Dan  Forestell  and 
Larry  I, acey,  was  the  first  to  come  from 
Tioy.  He  was  an  excellent  student  as 
well  as  athlete,  and  became  captain  of 
the  Varsity  Blues  Basketball  team  in 
1937-19:^8,  and  Presidc-nt  of  the  St. 
Michael's  College  Class  of  1938.  In 
that  year  the  political  skills  of  the  Troy 
group  achieved  a  political  coup: 
Marty  Lamb,  Junior  Class  President, 
Father  Bob  Hart,  President  of  the 
Sophomore  c  lass,  and  Dr.  Jack  Dunn, 
P'reshman  President  were  all  Trojans! 
Victor  DeBonis  succeeded  Jack  as 
President  of  the  class  in  1938-39. 

With  the  advent  of  World  War  II 
and  thecstablisliment  of  Siena  College 
in  Troy,  the  stream  of  colorful  and 
dynamic  politicians  from  the  Capitol 
District  of  New  York  State  waned.  But 
the  Alumni  in  the  area  continue  to 
flourish.  Every  five  years  they  have 
held  a  reunion,  and  over  the  years,  the 
college  has  been  represented  by  Fathers
